No other single feature has so much to do with making the home grounds 
attractive and inviting as a good, well kept lawn.

Origin 

C. H. Spurway of Michigan Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station says in bulletin No. 132: 
"Chemical tests are the best known means 
for a rapid 
diagnosis of 
the conditions 
of soils with 
respect to 
content of 
soluble con- 
stituents 
either harm- 
ful or benefi- 
cial to plants.” A few years ago Michigan 
College, also M. F. Morgan of the Connecti- 
cut Experiment Station and Dr. Paul Emerson 
of the Agricultural Experiment Station at 
Ames, lowa, began carrying on research 
work in the hope of finding a simpler form 
of soil analysis and one which would indi- 
cate the available plant food rather than 
total analysis which is the only kind that 
had been possible in the past. 


Color Chart Method 


The difficulty with the old way of making 
soil analysis lies in the fact that there might 
be, for instance, a great abundance of Po- 
tash in the soil, maybe enough to produce 
fifty crops, which for certain chemical rea- 
sons might not be available to plants, and 
to produce a successful crop application of 
Potash in this particular case would be 
necessary. Under the old type of soil analy- 
sis, this condition would not be shown, but 
with the new modern analysis that has been 
perfected within the last five or six years it 
is now possible to show by a simple, quick 
test, and by the use of color charts and a 
chemical reaction agent, the amount of avail- 
able plant food in the soil. 


The three general systems of soil analysis 
are total analysis, analysis of the soil por- 
tions soluble in strong acids, and the analy- 
sis of water extracts or of dilute acid ex- 
tracts of soils. The first two methods of soil 
analysis named have given valuable in- 
formation concerning the chemical composi- 
tion of soils, but the results obtained by these 
methods do not correlate well with plant 
growth or the response of plants to fertilizer 
applications, and their practical usefulness 
is limited in this respect. 


Availability Now Shown 


As a result of recent research work the third 
method of soil analysis is now chiefly de- 
pended on because, with respect to the part 
played by soils in the nutrition of plants, 
there are two main considerations; namely, 
the supply of easily-soluble plant food con- 
stituents in the soil solution and the power 
of the soil to maintain this supply through- 
out the life of the plant or for certain critical] 
periods in the growth of the plant.

Soil Sampling 
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Dr. M. E. Morgan of the Connecticut Experi- 
ment Station gives the following advice in his 
Bulletin No. 333: 


"For cultivated fields, an auger provides the 
best means of sampling. It should be bored 
into the soil to about six inches depth and 
drawn out of the soil with a straight pull. The 
soil may then be stripped from the spiral 
grooves of the auger. If an auger is not avail- 
able, the sample may be taken with a trowel, 
shovel or spade. A vertical cut is made to the 
depth of six or seven inches and the face is 
sliced down thin and collected for the sample. 


Interpreting the Analysis 


It must be remembered that the making of a 
series of soil analyses means nothing unless 
these tests are interpreted in terms of a defi- 
nite recommendation. 


Experience and knowledge of chemistry makes 
possible very accurate information from the 
use of this new soils analysis. 


A Soil Program 


It must be borne in mind that the results of 
no one test should be taken as the complete 
explanation of crop failure or success. The 
fertility of the soil is something more than a 
certain number of pounds of plant food ma- 
terial, regardless of the method by which 
we seek to reveal various features of its man- 
ifold aspects. The interpretations of the tests 
must be considered in terms of all other 
known characteristics of the soil in question. 
A blind adherence to any prescribed rule 
will often lead to grave error and hasty con- 
demnation of a method of which too much 
is demanded. 


A. B. C. of Acid Soils 


Success or failure in obtaining profitable re- 
sults from the use of farm manures or com- 
mercial fertilizers is very often due to the 
acid or alkaline condition of the soil and its 
adaptability to the particular crop to be 
grown. No application of fertilizer can ever 
be profitable when applied on land that is 
too acid for the crop to be grown, therefore 
a test to determine the acidity is absolutely 
necessary for successful crop production. 


An attempt to correct acidity in the soil by 
the use of fertilizers having a lime base is 
not a satisfactory practice because a lime 
base fertilizer does not contain sufficient 
lime to do the job. The proper and economi- 
cal method is to ascertain by a soils test the 
PH value of the soil and then apply suffi- 
cient lime in its cheapest form to correct any 
acidity that may exist. 


The degree of acidity or alkalinity required 
by each crop has been well established and 
a knowledge of the adaptability of each 
piece of soil for a certain crop is a necessity 
for profitable production. 


The chart below explains the relative acidity 
of soils as expressed in pH values:

*Figures indicated by (star) represent the pH 
value of the soil, the pH value is a scale 
recording the relative acidity or alkalinity of 
the soil just as a thermometer records the 
relative heat or cold of the atmosphere. As 
the above diagram shows, a low pH value 
means an acid or sour soil, and a high pH 
value an alkaline or sweet soil. 


The first requirement is to find out by means 
of a soil test the pH value of the soil and 
this information will supply knowledge as to 
what kind of a crop can be grown on the 
soil and whether it is necessary to apply 
lime for the profitable production of the crop 
intended to be grown. If the crop to be 
grown is a legume or one of those crops re- 
quiring a nearly neutral soil then the next 
step is to find out what quantity of lime is 
required.

The uniformity and 
denseness of the sod it forms, the beautiful 
color of its verdure, its palatability to all 
classes of stock and its increasing produc- 
tiveness with age, make Kentucky Bluegrass 
the king of pasture grasses on fertile soils.

On good land as much as 
30 tons of green food has been produced per 
acre. In higher altitudes and under dry-farm- 
ing conditions, the average yields per acre 
are greater than that of any other forage crop. 


SOY BEANS 


Soja max

Andropogon sorghum

Should be sown only on clean land, as it 
provides very little shade and offers liitle 
resistance to weeds.
